The total amount 
of money added to purses will be much greater than 
last year, a system that pleases the average owner 
far better than the giving of a small number of 
valuable stakes on account of the great<>r chance of 
a more e<}uitable division of earning.^. Hut in everj- 
race with less than .^Cioo added, there will be an 
entrance fee that will bring the total to or 
more. The program for forty-three days of racing 
contemplates the disributioii of .^MthOt*). 

Kntrv bhmk-; for the twelve stakes closing Febru- 
ar>10are ready for distribution, and the Harlem 
Jockey Club will make a thorough canvass for en- 
tries among the owners of high-class thorough- 
breds. After an early trip t«> Kentucky points. Sec- 
retary Xathanson will leave on January 20 for Cali- 
fornia to int<‘rest horsemen there in Chicago’s rich 
racing i)rogram and after that will visit Memphis. 

Stebbins will bt^ in charge of the Xew Orhmns 
fiehl and t'lerk of the Scales Pomeroy is scheduled 
for Houisville and Lexington.

The M. Lewis Clark Stakes is again a feature. It 
is for 3-year-olds, nine furlongs, and is the annual 
trial for the American Derby, being run just one 
week in advance of the great Washington Park- 
event. One of its i>opular i>oints with horemen is 
that by its conditions the winner carries no i>enalty 
for the big Derby. Last year forty-two of its nom- 
inations were candidates for the famous fixture at 
iK'ashinglon Park.

Speed, Sapling, .Aspirant and For- 
ward Stakes, and sev<‘ral events for steeplecha.sers. 
Crf)6s-couutry racing will receive special attention 
at Harlem this year. The .-ixirt proved so pojmlar 
las t season, with only a handful t>f fair i>erformers. 
that SecretaTy Xathans<in has planne<l an effort to 
provide the real thing through the fiehl during 1902. 
To that end he intends, during March, to visit the 
jumiK'rs’ .strongholds in Maryland, Virginia, Wash- 
ington, Boston aiul Xew AOrk, and offer to owners 
inducements in the way of .'takes, purses and in- 
creased number of races over the obstacles. 

The field at Harlem, which was considensl almo.'t 
a perfect one last year, will be further improved. 
The disfiguring, whitewaslusl boards, upon which 
the jumps are based, will be remov<‘d altogether 
and every obstacle will b«* of dirt and s<k1 only. 
The location of the jumjis will also be changed to 
greater advantage by overcoming the i»resent sharj) 
turns, and the finish will b«.- on the inside, thus 
avoiding the foul-])r<Klucing twist into the main 
homestretch. These latter improvements will be 
rendered imssible by one of the nu)st important 
moves made at Harlem thi' winter. This is noth- 
ing less than the abolishment of the old inner, or 
training track, and in its place the con.st met ion of 
a grass cour.se, similar to the turf course at Sheeps- 
head Bay. 

The novelty of the year jJanned by the Harlem 
Jockey Club is flat racing “on the grass.” and there 
will be events at all distances with highweights on 
the turf course daily. .A large force of men has been 
constantly employed at Harlem Park since last 
Nixvember in making marked improvements. The 
stables, kitchens, roadways and drainage have been 
r<»paired and rebuilt and an innovation for the 
trainers will be a wide cinder road, almost circling 
the plant, upon which to train horses when the 
main track cannot be used in bad weather. 

A number of cottages for the use of horsemen and 
their families will be ready for occupancy early in 
May. Twenty acres immediately west of the course 
have been acquired by purchase by President Jolin 
Condon and will be arranged into paddocks and

the tewards of the Western Jockey Club at their 
looting here tomorrow will be asked to grant 
icenses for spring meetings at Douglas Park, 
lOuisville, and Highland Park, Detroit, and for 
lie reinstatement of the lessees and officials of 
hose tracks. This announcement was made by 
[essrs. Walter O. Parmer, of Nashville; George M. 
toQdrie, of Toronto, and R. C. Chambers, of Hot 
prings, after a mc^eting at Cincinnati last Friday. 
In Parmer will be unable to arrange a schedule of 
ates for these meetings until after the se.ssion of 
he Board of Stewards of the Grand Circuit of tfot- 
ing meetings, which is to be held in Detroit some 
ime this month. The dates will be so arranged 
hat the Highland Park and Douglas Park meet- 
ags will nick in with the Canadian Circuit, and 
eciprocal relations with the Western Jockey Club 
rill be established in Canada. In the course of the 
oming ^eek or ten days stakes will be announced 
or all these meetings, leaving the dates on which 
hey are to be raced to be fixed later. 

The opening of the New Year’s racing at New Or- 
!ans is thus commented upon by the Picayune of 
annary 2 : 

“Right royal was the entertainment furnished 
>cal turfites yest<‘rday for the opening of the year’s 
icing. There have been better day’s racing at the 
air Grounds, many of them, but none having more 
itisfactory results. The crowd that journeyed out 
3 the track was of the usual holiday temperament 
nd proportions. The majority would have been 
(leased with any old sort of racing, for to them it 
ras just an outing, with the chance to speculate, 
lappily these humdrum sessions are a thing of the 
last, and the regulars were, in all candor, com- 
elled to admit that it was winter racing at pretty 
ear its best uotelt. 

“If the same .sort can be furnished for the re- 
lainder of the meiding it will mean some exceed- 
ngly bright pages for tnrf history, and will win for 
he Crescent City Jockey Club a following that is 
ertain to place it on a higher level than heretofore 
mjoyed. Those to speculation inclined, and this 
neant about every man and woman on the ground, 
nanaged to pick up exiienses and a little more, 
favorites wore lieaten in three of the six events 
lecided; still, this did not mean anything like sur- 
irises. for the reason that the defeatenl ones were 
lutfooted by those p«iually well played. The track 
vas a combination of uncertainties. On the back- 
tretch it was fit for record breaking, but the final 
larter was an expanse of lumpy, sticky, holding, 
BLacbcaaiiii p-strUke mud that told on tired horses 
Ind kept the riders on their mettle trying to find 



the best spots, such as they were. Under these 
conditions it was really surprising that re.sults were 
as close to form as they were.”

The visit is largely for 
recreation, but while there he will try to .secure a 
good jockey for Mr. R. T. Wilson, Jr., whose racing 
interests are now so imjiortant as to warrant 
employing tlie best rider available.
